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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments regarding the rejection of claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 103 and based on the Pegg and Hallac references are not persuasive. That is, Hallac indeed provides teachings for 
modifying the device of Pegg with "at least one recess adjacent the distal end." The rectangular slits or openings, as taught by Hallac 
directly and indirectly, aid in the capture of a bone plug. Directly, the slits or openings do indeed contact or engage bone material for 
creation of a bone plug. Indirectly, the slits or openings define the bars (50) that also capture a bone plug. If arguendo, the tool of Pegg 
cannot be modified with the severable bars as taught by Hallac, Hallac teaches, in col. 3, lines 42-52, another advantage for including 
recesses in the tool of Pegg. Hallac teaches that recesses with sharp, cutting edges (in addition to the cutting edges at the distal end of 
Hallac's tool) would "facilitate the tissue severing operation." Thus, the tool of Pegg could be modified with at least one recess adjacent 
the cutting edge of the distal end, where the recess(es) would also have cutting edges. All of the cutting edges would facilitate the clean 
and rapid cutting and extraction of a bone plug. 
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
